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Remain fight 'constitutionally dangerous' says MP 


REMAIN campaigners planning a le¬ 
gal challenge to delay Britain’s exit 
from the European Union are “refus¬ 
ing to accept the will of the people”, 
Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
has said. 

Mr Davies said efforts to prevent 
Theresa May invoking Article 50 and 
beginning the process of Britain leav¬ 
ing the European Union are “consti¬ 


tutionally very dangerous”. It comes 
after around 1,400 people contrib¬ 
uted more than £50,000 to the ‘Peo¬ 
ple’s Challenge’ to prepare a written 
case for the High Court. 

Crowd-funding organiser Grahame 
Pigney has argued that the Prime 
Minister needs an Act of Parliament 
to trigger the two-year process of ne¬ 
gotiating the UK’s withdrawal from 


the EU. Government lawyers advised 
in July that the royal prerogative can 
be used to invoke Article 50 of the 
Lisbon Treaty - which does not re¬ 
quire a vote in Parliament. 

Mr Davies said that the public be¬ 
lieved the referendum vote was to 
stay or leave the European Union, 
and the result should be respected. 

Mr Davies said: “From day one I 


have seen solicitors writing articles 
that looked incredibly cogent but it 
is a straight forward tactic to delay 
things and I do not agree with that. 

“I think the prerogative should 
apply and the Prime Minister should 
invoke Article 50. 

“I think that is what everyone 
thought they were voting for.” 

The Montgomeryshire MP added: 


“Technically a referendum is advi¬ 
sory but all the people who voted 
thought they were voting for a deci¬ 
sion and I think if Theresa May does 
not invoke Article 50 it would cause 
outrage, not just throughout Leave 
voters but quite a few people who 
voted Remain. 

“It would be seen as a constitu¬ 
tional outrage.” 


TOWN MAYOR IN 
HEALTHCARE CALI

OSWESTRY’S mayor has 
made a plea for the town’s mi¬ 
nor injuries unit to have longer 
hours and to stay open during 
weekend afternoons. 

Councillor Paul Milner says the unit 
is an excellent facility but wants to see 
it have the same hours as similar units 
in Shropshire. 

His call follows a visit to Oswestry from a 
Bridgnorth woman who went to the unit in the 
evening only to find it shut. The unit is open 
from 8.30am until 6pm Mondays to Friday and 
8.30am until 1pm on Saturdays and Sundays. 

The unit in Bridgnorth opens from 8am until 
9.30pm seven days a week while 
the one in Ludlow is open from 
8am to 8pm seven days a week. 

The mayor said: “Oswestry’s 
minor injuries unit is excellent 
as is the Primary Care Centre. 
The staff are second to none. 
They work extremely hard to 
provide a first class service to 
the patients when the unit is 

Cllr Milner open. If we had longer opening 
it would relieve the pressure on 
local accident and emergency centres in Shrews¬ 
bury and in Wrexham.” Councillor Milner said 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons were times 
when people were out playing sport or in their 
gardens. “There are a lot of minor injuries at 
the weekend,” he said. “People can hurt them¬ 
selves on a sports field or working in the garden. 
Children can have falls playing outside or in the 
house. I was contacted recently by a lady who 
went to the unit expecting it to still be open at 
9pm as it is in her home town but found it shut. 
If the hours were regularised it would be much 
easier for the public.” 

Shropshire Community Health NHS Trust 
spokesman Andy Rogers said: “The opening 
hours for each of our minor injuries units are 
set by a number of factors, such as the demand 
for services in a particular area and by the level 
of service that we are commissioned to provide. 
We recognise that demand for services change 
and are responsive to that local need and in fu¬ 
ture we may want to have more equity among 
those services.”

Authority recoups 
cash caught up in 
Icelandic bank crisis 

POWYS County Council has recouped 
much of the £4 million it invested in the 
Icelandic banks which collapsed eight 
years ago. 

Unlike many local authorities, the 
council has twice decided against cash¬ 
ing in its currency that has been held in 
an account since the winding up of the 
banks. A report to councillors says that 
by waiting until the final auction of cur¬ 
rency earlier this summer the council has 
had the best financial outcome. 

With the money now converted to 
Euros the council is now holding it under 
a better exchange rate. 

A total of £3 million was invested in 
Landsbanki and Glitnir in 2007, and a 
further £1 million was put into Lands¬ 
banki in 2008 by Powys County Council, 
before the country’s banking crash. 

The council’s cabinet was due to hear 
this week that the winding up board of 
Glitnir made a full distribution to credi¬ 
tors in various currencies in March 2012, 
money in the form of Kroner placed in 
an escrow account, held in respect of the 
creditor and not accessible for any other 
purpose. A currency auction was held by 
the Icelandic government in February 
last year but was one that Powys decided 
not to take part in as the price was not 
high enough. The council finally took part 
in another auction in June and the settle¬ 
ment is now in a bank account held by the 
authority in the UK.

The development includes a day unit, 
a 10-bedded ward, an outpatients service 
where the hospital’s tumour unit team is 
based, a high dependency unit and four 
operating theatres. Hospital chief exec¬ 
utive Mark Brandreth said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to be bringing this building into 
use and to be able to offer a world class 
facility to support our world class staff.”

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Health chiefs waiting for 
approval for NHS shake-up 


World class hospital development opens

SHROPSHIRE’S health chiefs are 
awaiting Government approval 
for a plan to address a predicted 
£123 million gap in funding. 

NHS England is currently consider¬ 
ing Shropshire’s draft Sustainability 
and Transformation Plan, which sets 
out a number of service changes and 
cuts, which would help tackle the pre¬ 
dicted deficit in the county’s health 
services expected to open up by 2021. 

Measures in the proposal include the Fu¬ 
ture Fit reconfiguration of A&E services at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and Princess 
Royal Hospital in Telford, reducing spend¬ 
ing on orthopaedic services by £4.5 million 
a year, and looking to ensure that money 
spent on health services is spent in Shrop¬ 
shire and not outside the county - poten¬ 
tially saving £12 million. 

The report also says the rationalisation of 
acute services at RSH, PRH and Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital could save between 
£3 million and £5 million a year. 

Controversial plans to close the A&E at 
either RSH or PRH are also estimated to 
save about £22 million a year, although the 
project will require £300 million of capital 
to complete. 

The STP states its vision is to make 
Shropshire’s population the “healthiest on 
the planet”. 

But the report reveals the scale of the fi¬ 
nancial task facing health providers in the 
county. 

The organisations that commission 
health services are currently predicting a 
deficit of £20 million for this year, and the 
organisations that provide health services 
are projecting a £21.5 million deficit. 

But campaigners fighting to protect 
health services today said the figures show 
the NHS is “dangerously under-funded”. 

Laura Townshend, director at campaign 
group 38 Degrees, said: “The NHS belongs 
to all of us - so local people should get a say 
in any changes to their local services.” 

Announcing the plan earlier this year, 
Simon Wright, chief executive of Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford Hospital NHS Trust, who 
is the local lead for Shropshire and Telford 
& Wrekin’s STP, said: “For health and 
social care to meet the needs of future pa¬ 
tients in a sustainable way, we need to close 
the gaps in health, finance and quality of 
care between where we are now and where 
we need to be in 2020/21.” 


THE first patients have been treated in 
new £15.1 million facilities at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital. 

The theatre and ward development at 
Gobowen-based hospital has been under 
construction for more than a year. 

Mark Brandreth, chief executive, said: 
“We are delighted to be bringing this build¬ 
ing into use and to be able to offer a world- 
class facility to support our world-class 
staff. 

“I am sure our patients will be impressed 
when they come for treatment inside the 
development, and it is great that we are al¬ 
ready getting such positive feedback.” 

The project marked a major milestone as 


the Baschurch Day Unit - one of the new 
departments within the building - wel¬ 
comed its first patients. 

Pat Stackhouse, from Churchstoke on the 
Shropshire-Powys border, was one of the 
first to arrive ahead of planned hip surgery. 

She said: “It’s very good, it looks very 
smart. This is a great hospital and this 
building only improves it.” 

The new development also includes the 
10-bed Oswald Ward, Montgomery Out¬ 
patients where the hospital’s tumour unit 
team will be based, a high dependency unit, 
and four state-of-the-art operating theatres. 

Despite the building opening to the pub¬ 
lic, it will not be totally completed until 


later in the year, after the addition of a link 
bridge connecting the theatres to the main 
hospital. 

Developers Kier will begin work on this 
final phase of the project this week. 

Julie Roberts, acting deputy director of 
nursing, added: “We have been looking for¬ 
ward to getting this building up and run¬ 
ning for some time now, and we have always 
known it was going to make such a massive 
difference to the patient experience. 

“However, after seeing inside it, I have 
to say it has exceeded our already high ex¬ 
pectations. 

“We are delighted and it has been such a 
boost to the morale of everyone here.”

Plea made 
over council 
parking rule 

A COUNCIL is being urged to re¬ 
consider a policy which a councillor 
claims opens the door to free camping 
for unhitched and unmarked cara¬ 
vans across its public car parks. 

Welshpool Town Councillor Gra¬ 
ham Breeze questioned Powys County 
Council over its parking policy after 
travellers camped in pay and display 
areas of two of the town’s car parks 
for at least eight days last month, 
without facing any financial penalties. 

“Powys County Council is com¬ 
ing under scrutiny for this ridicu¬ 
lous parking policy,” said Councillor 
Breeze. “It appears that there’s noth¬ 
ing to stop anyone from taking the 
number plates off their unhitched 
caravans and parking them at any car 
park in the county. 

Lee Evans of Powys County Council 
said: “Our civil parking enforcement 
officers have the powers to issue fixed 
penalty notices to motorised vehicles 
that breach the parking regulations in 
a pay and display car park but cannot 
issue one to caravans that are parked 
there. 

“However, the council initiated 
proceedings against the travellers 
that encamped at a pay-and-display 
car park in Welshpool, as they were in 
breach of the parking regulations by 
trading, allowing their caravans to be 
parked there for more than one night. 
The proceedings were stopped when 
they vacated the car park.” 

Fresh efforts on 
funding for roads 

FRESH efforts are being made by 
MPs to secure funding for major road 
projects in Shropshire. 

Shrewsbury MP Daniel Kawczyn- 
ski has called for assurances from the 
Department of Transport and Prime 
Minister Theresa May for money for 
the town’s long-awaited North West 
Relief Road. 

Meanwhile, North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson has said he is confi¬ 
dent he can secure a meeting with 
Transport Minister John Hayes to dis¬ 
cuss dualling the A5 between Shrews¬ 
bury and the North Wales border. 

Mr Paterson held a site visit with 
representatives of the Department of 
Transport earlier this summer near 
Oswestry to discuss introducing two 
lanes of traffic in each direction on 
the A5. He said: “I fully support the 
dualling and we are trying hard to get 
John Hayes here through his Ministe¬ 
rial Office.” 


FRIENDS, family and fellow athletes 
have paid tribute to a man who died 
during an attempt to cross the Eng¬ 
lish Channel. 

Nick Thomas, from Ellesmere, died 
during the early hours of Sunday at 
Calais Hospital. 

Mr Thomas set off from Dover on 
Saturday morning. He had been swim¬ 
ming for about 16 hours when he got 
into difficulty and fell unconscious. 


The well-known endurance athlete 
was a veteran Ironman and Ultraman 
triathlete. The 45-year-old building 
contractor was attempting a solo 
Channel swim without a wetsuit as 
his latest challenge. 

People from across the region 
shared their memories and tributes of 
Mr Thomas on social media, with him 
being remembered for inspiring others 
with his encouragement and advice. 


Ashling Donohoe-Harrison posted 
on Facebook: “This is such sad news. 
Always encouraged me at Ellesmere 
on a Friday night. Such an amazing 
talent.” 

Andrew Mayne said: “A genuinely 
nice guy, and an inspirational ath¬ 
lete.” 

Mr Thomas, a father-of-two, ran 
Trismart Multisport Club in Elles¬ 
mere, where athletes have the chance 


to train and race with like-minded in¬ 
dividuals, based around the three tri¬ 
athlon disciplines of running, cycling 
and swimming. 

He had previously swum the Chan¬ 
nel as part of the Enduroman Arch to 
Arc Triathlon in 2014. A number of 
athletes took to Twitter to share their 
memories of him, while Ellesmere 10k 
runners held a minute’s silence in his 
memory.

After costs the 
total raised was £950, £450 of which 
is being donated to Pancreatic Cancer 
Research Fund in memory of former 
chairman, John Killick who died in 
March. 

The land for the playing field was 
purchased in 1926 from the Earl of 
Bradford.

Delight for students as 
GCSE results revealed

JOY and relief was evident as 
students in the Oswestry and 
Welshpool areas opened their 
brown envelopes with their 
GCSE results inside. 

Schools across Oswestry, North 
Shropshire and Mid Wales reported 
excellent results for pupils. 

Moreton Hall School, near Oswestry, saw 
straight A* and As in every subject. Jon¬ 
athan Forster, principal, said that as well 
as 41 per cent A* grades, nearly 300 mod¬ 
ules sat by pupils across all subjects were 
awarded full marks. 

There were 233 students who received 
GCSE results at The Marches School in 
Oswestry. Students achieved beyond na¬ 
tional expectations across eight subjects 
throughout the curriculum. 

At least 43 per cent of students gained 
one or more A/A* grades this year, with 
97 per cent of students gaining five GCSE 
passes and an increase in the number of 
students gaining the English Baccalaureate 
for the fourth year in a row. 

There were some outstanding results 
at Oswestry School where one third of all 
grades were awarded A or A*. 

Pupils and staff were “over the moon” 
with outstanding GCSE results from The 
Maelor School at Penley with 81 per cent 
achieving five A* to C including English 
and maths recording one of the highest 
performances in Wales. 

In Powys, 68 per cent of pupils had 
grades A* to C and 20 per cent of results 
were at the highest grades A* to A with 
Powys results remaining higher than the 
figures for the rest of Wales.

A WOMAN who lives a couple of metres from a wind turbine convoy 
route says she fears for the safety of her 150-year-old home. 

Penny Vingoe’s house is on the A483 at Garthmyl, between Welshpool and 
Newtown. 

Transporters carrying wind turbine parts will begin travelling past her home this 
month on their way to the Garreg Lwyd windfarm in Mid Wales. She is calling for a sur¬ 
vey of her property to be carried out. 

“I am particularly concerned about the safety of my property when the turbines start 

coming through as it is two metres from the 
A483 and is around 150 years old,” she said. 

“Powys County Council says it is the 
Welsh Government’s responsibility, and 
the Welsh Government is telling me I 
should contact Powys County Council.” 

Laura Williams for the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment said: “All major wind energy planning 
applications must be accompanied by an 
Environmental Impact Assessment which 
considers the environmental consequences 
of the development, including traffic and 
access issues. 

“We recognise the concerns of local res¬ 
idents and the conditions we have issued 
on the planning decision for Garreg Lwyd 
place an obligation on the developers to 
complete surveys of the entire trunk road 
delivery route, including neighbouring 
properties which may be affected. The in¬ 
formation obtained by the developers is 
considered before we are able to discharge 
the relevant planning conditions.” 

Powys County Council’s cabinet member 
for planning, Councillor Avril York, said: 
“A planning application for a wind farm 
at Garreg Llwyd was refused by Powys 
County Council in September 2013 but was 
subject of a planning appeal in 2014. 

“A Planning Inspector approved the 
application in January this year and any 
conditions associated with the planning 
application rest with the Planning Inspec¬ 
tor and the Welsh Government as the deci¬ 
sion-making bodies.” 

Sarah Ward for wind farm firm RES 
said: “The plans for the construction of 
Garreg Lwyd Hill Wind Farm, including 
the arrangements for turbine deliveries, 
have been rigorously assessed by a range 
of experts over a period of more than seven 
years - both by RES as the developer and 
by Powys County Council and Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment as the decision-making bodies. 

“RES is a responsible developer with 
a long track record of constructing wind 
farms with as little impact to local commu¬ 
nities as possible.”

Driver pursued by police 


A MOTORIST said to have taken drink and 
cocaine hurtled the wrong way down a dual 
carriageway at 70 mph.

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


I never thought I would see the 
day when I was backing Jeremy 
Corbyn and George Galloway 
but I’m right behind the pair in 
their claims of overcrowding on 
our train networks. 

The Labour leader has found 
himself embroiled in a massive 
row with Virgin Trains boss Rich¬ 
ard Branson after highlighting 
the situation by publishing a vid¬ 
eo of himself sat on the floor of a 
packed railway carriage to back 
up his concerns on overcrowd¬ 
ing. Branson bounced in by pub¬ 
lishing footage of empty seats on 
the same train and Mr Galloway 
stormed to Mr Corbyn’s support. 

It’s nothing more than a load 
of media hype, particularly from 
those who see Corbyn as a “sit¬ 
ting” target. Unfortunately he has 
played right into their hands and 
as usual the national press has 
muddied the water over an issue 
of real concern. Our trains are 
massively overcrowded - fact. 

There may well be something 
is his agenda for rail nationalisa¬ 
tion and a case for public owner¬ 
ship but his publicity machine - if 
such a thing exists - has made a 
massive boob allowing Richard 
Branson the opportunity to ridi¬ 
cule Mr Corbyn at just the wrong 
time. The busiest networks are 
not just massively overcrowded, 
they are dangerously overcrowd¬ 
ed. And no amount of huffing 
and puffing by rail bosses will 
convince any traveller otherwise 
so it’s high time new legislation 
came in to control the situation. 

When you’ve been forced to 
stand from London Euston to 
Birmingham at the end of a busy 
day tramping around the capital 
you know just how bad things 
have become. The combina¬ 
tion of too many people and not 
enough carriages will one day be 
exposed. My fear is that expo¬ 
sure will come via a massive rail 
disaster. Will it take that before 
someone recognises the issue? 

It’s a massive issue which is 
being ducked by all concerned. 
But it won’t go away and it will 
only get worse as crawling road 
networks cause more com¬ 
muters to let the train take the 
strain.Let’s not ridicule Mr Cor¬ 
byn on this one. He really does 
have a point. The shame is he 
doesn’t know how to make the 
point properly. 

I was fascinated to see last 
week’s televised documentary 
about the life of local broadcast¬ 
er Mavis Nicholson on the BBC. 
Mavis , who lives in Llanrhaeadr 
ym Mochnant, enjoyed a 25-year 
career interviewing some of the 
biggest stars in the world and 
earned the label of best inter¬ 
viewer in the business.

Youngsters get an insight 
into hospital theatre life 


Local students have been 
able to get an idea of life 
in a busy hospital theatre. 
SUE AUSTIN reports 

WE see operating theatres in 
fact and fiction on the televi¬ 
sion but most of us never see 
the work surgeons do for real. 

Dozens of students experienced 
the next best thing when they en¬ 
joyed a work experience day with a 
difference. 

They descended on Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital for a corporate work ex¬ 
perience week. 

The work included shadowing different 
wards and departments, learning about 
different roles within the hospital and 
having a go at surgery in a mock-theatre. 

Operating Theatre Live, a touring 
company which showcases careers in 
medicine, transformed one of the hos¬ 
pital meeting rooms to enable students 
to experience a theatre environment. 
Activities included learning about types 
of treatments and dissecting real ana¬ 
tomical specimens such as pig hearts and 
brains. It was part of the Aspiring Medic 
workshop, a one-day in-depth course 
designed for students that are studying 
AS biology and chemistry and are con¬ 
sidering applying for university to study 
medicine, dentistry, health courses or the 
biosciences. 

The aim is to gain an insight into an 
operating theatre and to develop a com¬ 
prehensive understanding of how the 
human body works which matches to the 
A level specifications. 

Schools and colleges that took part in¬ 
cluded The Marches School in Oswestry, 
Welshpool High School, North Shrop¬ 
shire College, Oswestry School, Elles¬ 
mere College and Shrewsbury Sixth 
Form.

Sam Piri, company director of Op¬ 
erating Theatre Live, put the students 
through their paces, teaching them 
about things like preparing anaesthet¬ 
ics, dissecting samples and the different 
systems of the body. 

He said: “They have to learn this as 
part of the A-Level curriculum. 

Anatomy 

“There’s no better way to learn about 
anatomy than having a look at the real 
parts as long as it’s done properly. 

“We’re respectful, we’re using the 
by-products from animals that have 
been raised for food for human con¬ 
sumption. 

“So we can really get hands on, get 
stuck in and examine the anatomy. 

“It’s very difficult, I know, for young¬ 
sters when wanting to go to medical 


school to get work experience. Events 
like this allow us to work with NHS 
trusts to increase the capacity of the 
number of opportunities of work expe¬ 
rience. 

“It helps students decide whether it’s 
for them and pursue those A-Levels or 
not. 

“At the end of the day the students 
need to learn something that is relevant 
to what they’re doing.” 

Allen Edwards, training advisor at 
the orthopaedic hospital who worked 
closely with the students, said: “It’s 
been a fabulous experience. 

“All the students have really em¬ 
braced it. 

“For me, it’s inspiring to see these 
kinds of opportunities for young people. 

“Everybody seems to have got a lot 
out of it. 

“We explained about the hard work 


and long hours involved in a career in 
medicine before they got stuck into the 
practical. 

“They are the next generation and 
hopefully they will be inspired.” 

Jo White, business and community 
development manager at the Marches 
School, said: “I think it’s really impor¬ 
tant to put students in more real life 
situations because it can inspire and 
motivate them further. 

“I think it’s amazing and I’d like to 
thank Allen and the hospital for organ¬ 
ising and inviting us along. 

“Operating Theatre Live has given 
some very lucky students the opportu¬ 
nity to experience what it would be like 
to work in medicine, it has been a fan¬ 
tastic experience.” 

Two students involved were Lucy 
Parry and Amira Gaddoura who have 
started at The Marches School Sixth 
Form. 

They are both aiming to go to uni¬ 
versity to study medicine and were de¬ 
lighted to talk up the opportunity to 
get involved with the programme at the 
hospital. 

They said that as well as the mock 
theatre the work experience week also 
included a day learning about the NHS 
and working on the hospital wards. 

“We gained invaluable experience,” 
Lucy said. The mock theatre and work 
experience week came around about the 
same time as the treating of the first pa¬ 
tient within the orthopaedic hospital’s 
new £15.1 million theatre and ward de¬ 
velopment. 

Construction work began at the hospi¬ 
tal more than a year ago, and the project 
has reached a major milestone with the 
Baschurch Day Unit - one of the new 
departments within the building - wel¬ 
coming its first patients inside. 

The new development also includes 
the 10-bedded Oswald Ward, Montgom¬ 
ery Outpatients, where the hospital’s 
tumour unit team is based, a High De¬ 
pendency Unit and four state-of-the-art 
operating theatres. 


WORKING 
FOR YOU 




Next week Parliament returns 
from its summer recess. There 
is plenty to do and I start the 
upcoming session feeling both 
positive and optimistic thanks to 
economic figures released this 
month. 

Before the referendum in June, 
we were bombarded by Project 
Fear, full of unrelenting doom 
and gloomy predictions should 
the United Kingdom vote to leave 
the European Union. Following 
the referendum result, these pre¬ 
dictions are now being proven 
false. Economists had predicted 
an immediate rise in numbers 
claiming unemployment benefit. 
Instead, the latest figures show 
that there was a drop of 8,600 in 
the number of claimants. 

The national claimant rate in 
July dropped to 2.4 per cent and 
North Shropshire can boast a 
rate, lower than the national av¬ 
erage, of only 1.4 per cent. The 
employment rate is now 74.5 per 
cent - the highest since records 
began in 1971. 

The British economy is far¬ 
ing well, as recent GDP figures 
suggest uncertainty ahead of 
the vote did little to damage our 
economy. From April to June, 
UK industrial output increased 
by 2.1 per cent and in July there 
was a 1.4 per cent jump in retail 
sales. 

High street stores including 
Next and John Lewis have said 
that trading has not been affect¬ 
ed by Brexit and the average 
weekly total pay in Great Britain 
increased by 2.4 per cent in the 
three months to June 2016 com¬ 
pared with the previous year. 
Put simply, consumers have not 
stopped spending and the econ¬ 
omy continues to grow. 

The fall in the value of sterling 
is yet to have any real impact 
on prices as the UK’s current 
inflation rate is an already low 
1.1 per cent. The depreciation 
was a much-needed correc¬ 
tion to our overvalued currency 
and is proving to be a valuable 
boost for our food and farming 
industry and other exporters. It 
has been a boon to the tourism 
industry over the summer with 
visitors from abroad encour¬ 
aged to spend more thanks to 
a favourable exchange rate. A 
Nobel prize-winning economist 
wrote recently while Germany is 
doing “relatively well”, “soaring 
youth unemployment” prevails 
in France, Italy and Spain. The 
UK, however, remains the most 
popular destination in the EU 
for overseas firms and inward 
investment projects are up 11 
per cent on the previous year. 
Thus, as we begin to negotiate 
our exit from the EU, we do so 
from a position of strength. Brit¬ 
ain is the same outward looking, 
globally-minded country that we 
were before the summer and be¬ 
fore the referendum. We remain 
open for business and I remain 
optimistic for the months ahead.

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CAN I GET ANY MONEY FROM MY PARTNER IF WE SPLIT? 

Q: I have lived with my partner for 10 years but I am thinking of leaving her because she never takes me anywhere or buys me nice things anymore. We never 
married and my name is not on the mortgage. Can I get any money from her if we split? 

A: If you are living with someone without being married you might think you have similar rights to married couples if the relationship breaks down or one of you 
dies, but you would be wrong. 

There is no such thing as a common law marriage and cohabitants have very few rights arising out of the relationship. You cannot, for example, claim maintenance 
from a cohabitant or former cohabitant for your own benefit. If you live in a property in your partner’s sole name you have no automatic right to a share of it. 

You would only have these rights if you could prove that: 

(a) you contributed to the purchase of the property, in which case the court may divide up the proceeds in the proportion in which you both contributed 

or (b) you and your partner agreed that you would have a share and you acted on that or you made direct financial contributions, in which case the court may divide 
up the proceeds in such a way as is fair, taking account of your financial arrangements throughout your relationship 

or (c) your partner promised that you would have a share and you acted on that, in which case the court might transfer the property, give you the right to stay there 
or award you a fair share of the proceeds. 

The strength of your case to claim such rights would depend on what evidence you have, which can be very difficult, costly and time-consuming to establish. As 
you are not married you are not entitled to maintenance from your partner or a pension sharing Order.

EMERGENCY Medicine, the single au¬ 
thoritative body for emergency medicine 
in the UK, states that it is against closing 
A&Es in rural areas and Shropshire is one 
of the most sparsely populated counties in 
England. 

Here is a personal story that has made 
me dread the phrase ‘Future Fit’, the 
name given to the cuts programme. 

I was recently in the Yorkshire Dales 
when at 2.30pm an elderly aunt fell down 
the stairs of the hotel. 

The ambulance was called; the first 
person to arrive at 3pm was the first 
responder. The ambulance arrived at 
3.30pm. 

Worried that auntie may have broken 
her neck, the ambulance didn’t want to 
drive her for an hour to the nearest A&E, 
so they called the air ambulance which 
arrived at 4pm. By the time auntie was 
airlifted to the nearest hospital with a hel¬ 
ipad 2.5 hours had elapsed. She arrived at 
hospital three hours after the accident. 

This incident required five professional 
personnel and three vehicles all expertly 
helping one person. This is not an efficient 
way to use resources. If Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital A&E is closed for those living in 
Powys or in the sticks of South Shropshire 
this is the reality you will face trying to get 
to an A&E at Telford. Auntie is doing well, 
she had suffered a broken wrist and two 
broken ribs but I honestly think that had 
she had a stroke or heart attack she would 
not have made it.

County remains 
'at risk of fire' 

SHROPSHIRE has been placed at 
“severe risk” of wild fire in the coun¬ 
tryside. 

The warning has been issued by 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service, 
which has warned members of the 
public to take care when visiting the 
county’s hills, valleys, fields and wood¬ 
land. 

Although there has been recent 
rainfall, firefighters say that will 
do little to reduce the risk of fire on 
parched ground.

Health trial

Reason for 
fish death is 
discovered 

NATURAL Resources Wales has 
found what it believes is the source of 
pollution that killed hundreds of fish. 

More than 500 dead fish were 
found in the Afon Cain after NRW 
received a report from Llansantff- 
r aid-ym-Mechain. 

Inspections by officers narrowed 
the likely source down to drainage 
work by a landowner. NRW believes 
that a wildlife pond and wetland area 
was drained. 

The water probably contained very 
low levels of dissolved oxygen and car¬ 
ried nutrients that can reduce oxygen 
levels even more when they break 
down. It is likely fish would have suf¬ 
focated when this water mixed sud¬ 
denly with water in the river. 

A survey confirmed that bugs in the 
river were largely unaffected - prob¬ 
ably because they can survive short 
periods of low oxygen. Rob Ireson, 
senior environment officer for NRW, 
said: “We’re pretty confident that 
we’ve found the source of the pollu¬ 
tion. Draining water from a pond to 
a stream may seem quite harmless - 
but it is what probably wiped out most 
of the fish on this stretch of the Cain. 
The water may look and smell normal 
- but it can be lethal for fish.”

Farm protests

Quick Response 
project finished 

AN initiative that allows visitors us¬ 
ing rights of way network to report 
problems on footbridges, boardwalks 
and other structures has been com¬ 
pleted. 

Powys County Council has installed 
1,267 plaques with Quick Response 
codes on structures as part of a pro¬ 
ject by its Countryside Services Team. 

The QR codes are used to provide 
easy access to information through a 
smartphone or tablet device. A visual 
condition survey of all the bridges 
was carried out while the plaques 
were being installed. A programme of 
bridge maintenance and improvement 
works has been developed following 
the condition surveys. Councillor 
John Powell said: “When someone 
scans in the QR code on the plaques, 
it takes them to an online form where 
they can easily report problems with 
that particular structure.” 

Fresh concerns 
over elderly care 

THE increasing care needs of a sharp¬ 
ly-growing older population is push¬ 
ing social care to a tipping point, it 
has been claimed. 

Mario Kreft, chairman of Care 
Forum Wales, is calling on the Welsh 
Government to act urgently after 
figures revealed a steep rise in the 
number of people aged 85 or over to 
more than 184,000. The Powys figure 
will reach 11,500 by 2036 which rep¬ 
resents a 171 per cent increase since 
2011. 

It comes after senior officials from 
Shropshire Council held a positive 
meeting in May with local govern¬ 
ment minister Greg Clark over fund¬ 
ing for adult social care, although no 
extra money was promised. Mr Kreft 
warned the pressure will add extra 
strain to care homes. 


Orchard business left 
with fly tipping mess

FLY tippers have left the owners 
of a cider orchard with an expen¬ 
sive mess to get rid off. 

An orchard in Wern, near Pool Quay, 

Welshpool, was targeted by fly tippers 
with about 50 black and red bags of 
moss, grit and earth left in the en¬ 
trance, along with old slates and some 
pieces of wood. 

John Jenkins, who runs Old Monty’s 
Cider and started the orchard seven years 
ago, said: “We’ve planted about 300 apple 
and pear trees for our cider business and 
we’ve got it really nice now. 

“This mess is absolutely terrible. It’s 
going to cost us a lot of money to get rid of 
the waste. There’s no need for it. No need 
for it at all.” 

Powys County Council is investigating 
the fly tipping. 

Councillor John Powell said: “Fly-tipping 
makes our county look untidy and requires 
a large sum of taxpayers’ money to clear up 
each year. 

“It is also a nuisance, hazardous and is an 
illegal act punishable through the courts. 

“Environmental health officers have vis¬ 
ited the site to look for evidence in the rub¬ 
bish which consists mostly of roofing and 
building waste.

Sue Newham, of Keep Wales Tidy, also 
visited the orchard and said: “Small busi¬ 
nesses in Mid Wales have a hard enough job 
making ends meet.”

warning is 
issued over 
lottery scam 

POWYS residents are being warned 
about scam letters claiming that they 
have won a large sum of money in the 
“International FIFA World Cup On¬ 
line Lottery”. 

The scam falsely claiming to pro¬ 
mote the Olympics and football World 
Cup has prompted Powys County 
Council’s Trading Standards Service 
to issue the warning. 

The letter suggests that people are 
the winner of £900,000 after being se¬ 
lected through a worldwide computer 
ballot system of three million peo¬ 
ple. Recipients are asked to contact 
a “claims agent” on a landline, mo¬ 
bile or fax number provided in order 
to begin the process of claiming the 
money. 

The letter also asks people to in¬ 
form a “claims agent” of any changes 
in their personal information or ad¬ 
dress as soon as possible. 

Personal information is commonly 
used by fraudsters to commit identify 
fraud. 

Both FIFA and the International 
Olympic Committee have confirmed 
the letters are fraudulent and have 
nothing to do with the 2018 FIFA 
World Cup or the 2016 Olympics.

Historic £2.lm painting 
is saved for the nation

A PAINTING just nine inches by 
seven and a half inches which 
sold for £2.1 million has been 
saved for the nation. 

Described as one of the most impor¬ 
tant miniature paintings of the Jaco¬ 
bean age, the portrait of Edward Her¬ 
bert, 1st Baron Herbert of Cherbury, 
by Isaac Oliver has been on display as 
one of the star items at Powis Castle, 
near Welshpool. 

It has been bought thanks to a funding 
partnership between the National Heritage 
Memorial Fund Art Fund and the National 
Trust. The watercolour shows Herbert as 
the fashionable, romantic, melancholic 
young lover, his head resting on his hand, 
as he lies stretched out along the banks of 
a stream running through a shady forest. 

Lord Herbert’s own life reflected the 
image of the knightly romantic. 

The painting, by royal miniaturist Isaac 
Oliver, was bought by the National Trust 
for £2.1 milli on after being offered for sale 
by its private owner in London. 

The funds include £1.5 million from Na¬ 
tional Heritage Memorial Fund, £300,000 
from the Art Fund, and other donations. 

Lord Herbert of Cherbury, who was born 
in 1583 and died in 1648, was a poet, social¬ 
ite, philosopher and statesman. 

He fought in Europe and was ambassa¬ 
dor to Paris. 

He lived at Montgomery Castle and was 
the cousin of Sir William Herbert, 1st Lord 
Powis. 

Justin Albert, National Trust director for 
Wales, said: “This painting is fragile and in 
need of some careful conservation work. So, 
before it returns to its historic home we will 
carry out some essential work. 

“Once that is complete we hope to be able 
to share this painting more widely in other 
locations.” The miniature portrait of Edward Herbert has been saved for the nation 



Farmers are 
given sheep 
theft advice 

FARMERS are being warned to vigi¬ 
lant after more than 150 sheep were 
stolen from fields in multiple cases 
during recent weeks. 

In the south of Shropshire there 
have been two separate cases sheep 
rustling totalling more than 100 an¬ 
imals, it has been revealed, to add to 
50 known to be stolen in the north of 
Shropshire. The thefts started with 

17 ewes and 13 lambs reported taken 
from land in the area of Hopesay, 
near Craven Arms, believed to have 
occurred between the end of June and 
the beginning of July. 

More recently a flock of 74 Welsh 
ewes was reported stolen between Au¬ 
gust 18 and 21 from farm land near 
Dutlas, between Clun and Knighton. 

That theft took place on the same 
weekend that about 55 ewes were 
stolen from a field near Burlton, near 
Wem. 

Richard Yates, Shropshire’s NFU 
county chairman said the value of 
sheep had risen in recent weeks, but 
said he thought burglary remained a 
bigger problem than the theft of live¬ 
stock. He said farms were regularly 
broken into with machinery such as 
quad bikes being taken.

TWO chainsaws, a tool box and three 
vehicle batteries have been stolen 
from a shed in Mid Wales, police have 
said. 

The break-in happened on August

CAMPAIGNERS calling for better 
broadband in Shropshire want to 
see clarity and certainty for the 
next stages of connecting the 
county. 

The Shropshire and Marches Cam¬ 
paign for Better Broadband in Rural 
Areas said it wants more certainty 
over the future of Connecting Shrop¬ 
shire. 

The plea comes following a map pub¬ 
lished by Shropshire Council showing the 
existing and planned areas of superfast 
broadband for the county. 

Patrick Cosgrove, from the campaign 
group, said he wanted to see more certainty 
about the plans for the future. 

He said: “Is it really acceptable that in 
the closing stages of Connecting Shrop¬ 
shire’s superfast broadband programme, 
there is still uncertainty for one fifth of the 
remaining homes and businesses that re¬ 
main unconnected? 

“The last thing they want is more ifs and 
maybes.” 

However Steve Charmley, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet member responsible for 
broadband, has insisted there was a “credi¬ 
ble commercial plan” in place. 

He said: “The area covers 3,334 premises 
that Shropshire Council believes will be 
delivered commercially by an existing and 
credible network supplier.”

Hague faces 
claims over 
lobbying role 

FORMER foreign secretary Lord 
Hague has been accused of “lobbying 
by the back door” after taking a lead¬ 
ing role advising blue-chip companies 
that want to influence the govern¬ 
ment’s approach to Brexit. 

As part of what critics are calling a 
Brexit lobbying bonanza, the former 
Conservative leader - who lives near 
Welshpool - is to take on the position 
within the international lobbying and 
advisory consultancy Teneo. 

In its “Brexit client transition 
unit”, he will be joined by Lord Davies 
of Abersoch, the former trade minis¬ 
ter, and Sir Michael Rake, the former 
CBI chairman. 

The unit promises to ensure that 
the concerns of Teneo’s clients - in¬ 
cluding HSBC, Coca Cola and Nissan 
- are “heard” by government. 

Lord Hague, who was foreign sec¬ 
retary from 2010 to 2014, is banned 
from lobbying ministers for another 
year under the conditions for taking 
up his role, to avoid the risk of con¬ 
flicts of interest. Campaigners have 
said however, that the “ridiculously 
loose” rules would not stop him using 
contacts and experience to advise 
Teneo how to navigate Westminster. 

A spokesman for Lord Hague de¬ 
clined to comment, but emphasised 
that he would “not be undertaking 
any advocacy with the government”. 


Aria's price prediction 

DAIRY giant Aria expects milk prices 
to rise towards the end of the year as 
it grows the volume it buys and pro¬ 
duction levels around Europe decline. 

The cooperative, which has a cheese 
packing facility in Oswestry, saw its 
revenues fall by 5.3 per cent in the 
first half of the year, as it suffered 
from the collapse in milk prices.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Lane to close to 
allow for repairs 

A COUNTRY lane will be closed 
for much of October for repairs to a 
bridge. 

Dudleston School West Bridge - 
named because of its closeness to the 
former Dudleston School - is in need 
of major reconstruction. 

Shropshire Council said the bridge 
will be closed from September 26 for 
up to four weeks. 

The bridge carries the unclassified 
road off the B5069 to Dudleston. 

The work involves some demolition 
and reconstruction of the bridge arch 
and headwall and other general main¬ 
tenance work including pointing and 
vegetation/tree removal. 

When the road is closed, traffic will 
be diverted via St Martins using the 
B5068 and B5069 roads. 

Access for pedestrians and dis¬ 
mounted cyclists will remain available 
at the bridge throughout the work. 

Council bosses said everyone in¬ 
volved will do all they reasonably can 
to reopen the country lane as soon as 
possible. 

Scrap metal fees 
set to come down 

SCRAP metal dealers in Powys look 
likely to see their licence fees reduced, 
to bring the area in line with other 
parts of Wales. 

Powys County Council currently 
charges £348 for scrap metal site li¬ 
cences and £310 for scrap metal col¬ 
lectors licences. 

But council officers are proposing 
revising the charges to £270 for each 
licence. 

There are currently 12 sites licensed 
and 14 mobile collectors in Powys and 
licences are issued for three years. 

A report to the council’s meeting 
today (Thursday) says the reduction 
in fees would be consistent with those 
being revised by other local authori¬ 
ties across Wales. 

The reduction in fees would result 
in an annual loss of £500. 


Syrian families settling 
down to new life in area

SYRIAN families are making new 
lives for themselves after arriv¬ 
ing in Oswerstry as part of the 
international settlement project. 

Already the families are volunteer¬ 
ing in a community building where 
there have received help and friend¬ 
ship in recent weeks. 

The five Syrian refugee families arrived 
in Oswestry in July. 

After being given time to get used to 
their new surroundings, the Oswestry Wel¬ 
comes Refugees group said the families are 
settling in well. They have been helped by 
Refugee Action support workers and volun¬ 
teers. Jools Payne, one of the volunteers, 
said: “The families, all of whom have young 
children, seem to be enjoying their new be¬ 
ginnings and appreciating our wonderful 
town - especially Cae Glas Park. But there 
is a long journey ahead and their joy is 
tempered of course, by the sadness of fam¬ 
ily separation, loss and trauma. We cannot 
lose sight of that. 

“The families have in the main estab¬ 
lished themselves in their new homes and 
registered with GPs, dentists, banks, the 
Job Centre and other facilities such as our 
library.” 

Mrs Payne said members of the com¬ 
munity interest company Chalk CIC had 
been brilliant during the early resettle¬ 
ment experience. “The whole team have 
been beyond amazing, not only have they 
been incredible with donations such as 
furniture, clothing and household goods, 
but have supported the Syrian women in 
the group with a place to sew and meet,” 
she said. “The Syrian women are currently 
making tote bags to sell in the shop to sup¬ 
port Chalk’s work with some of the most 
vulnerable people in our town.

A FIELD is being transformed into a 
wildlife meadow as part of a national 
project to celebrate the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of the Queen’s coronation. 

The new Montgomeryshire Meadow 
is being created by Montgomeryshire 
Wildlife Trust at Hurdley Meadows, 
close to the nature reserve Roundton 
Hill. 

Recently volunteers sowed seeds 
from the county’s existing Coronation 
Meadow at Ty Brith to ensure that in 
future years wildflowers and grasses 
will flourish. 

In June 2013, The Prince of Wales 
launched the Coronation Meadows 
project at his home in Highgrove. 

His vision was to see a flagship an¬ 
cient wildflower meadow identified in 
every county to mark the anniversary 
of the Queen’s coronation.

Audi moves goalposts

Every time Audi reveals a new 
model you wonder just how 
much better things can get - yet 
the German manufacturer always 
comes up with the goods. 

And this time it comes in the shape 
of the SQ7 4.0 litre TDi, an example of 
Vorsprung durch Technik at it’s very 
best arriving in UK showrooms in Au¬ 
gust to go head-to-head with Range 
Rover Sport, Porsche Cayenne and 
BMW X5. 

It’s a step-up from the already impres¬ 
sive Q7 with a unique 4.0litre V8 diesel en¬ 
gine, featuring world first technology which 
produces 0-62 mph in 4.9 seconds, and a 
top speed of 155mph while still achieving 
40mpg and competitive C02 emissions of 
190g/km on 20inch wheels. 

I know the figures don’t stack up and can 
they really be true I hear you ask. Well “yes” 
is the answer because Audi has revealed 
the first production car to incorporate ad¬ 
vanced electric powered compressor tech¬ 
nology (EPC) driven by a new 48volt electri¬ 
cal subsystem. 

To a layman like myself EPC is an absolute 
mystery but believe me it works. It appears 
the new compressor augments the work of 
the two conventional sequential turbocharg¬ 
ers to produce outstanding performance. I 
don’t fully understand the technology but I 
can vouch for the performance results, wow. 
And wow is not a word I use freely. 

This is top-spec SUV motoring and a 
combination of seven-seat luxury and amaz¬ 


ing performance pointing firmly in the direc¬ 
tion of Range Rover Sport sales. Is it better 
than the Range Rover Sport you have seen 
me raving about I hear you ask? Well “yes” is 
the answer again and not only that it’s much 
cheaper. 

Audi Valvelift System (AVS) also debuts 
in the diesel engine and the result is class 
leading power output of 435PS and 900Nm 
of torque with quattro permanent all- wheel 
drive and not a whisper of turbo-lag. 

It’s a big car to drive and takes a bit of ma¬ 
noeuvring around the car park but the beau¬ 
tiful burbling of the 4.0litre engine makes you 
want to wind the windows down and point it 
out to passers-by. 

Sounds 

On the open road it’s a very different sto¬ 
ry with more power than you will ever need 
and a choice of seven driving modes to keep 
you stuck to all types of surface and even a 
choice of exhaust sounds. 

Off-road the SQ7 does all that’s asked of 
it but I would still have to plump for Range 
Rover Sport in this department if you twisted 
my arm. 

Inside the cab is a place of real beauty, 
blessed with armchair comfort and Audi’s 
virtual cockpit instrument system and im¬ 
pressive connectivity levels. And the SQ7 
is a genuine seven-seater, still boasting just 
about enough room for the golf clubs with 
the electrically operated rear seats in place. 
The back seats would be too claustrophobic 
for me though, but offering enough room for 
the kids. 

Prices for the model on test started at 
just under £70,000 but you’ll need the 
leather S Sport seats and a paint job for an

extra £2,675 while test car extras includ¬ 
ed 21 inch alloys, a head-up display, tour 
pack, parking assistance, red brake calli¬ 
pers, advanced key entry, driver and pas¬ 
senger seat memory function, a driving 
sports pack, electric steering column, pan¬ 
oramic sunroof, sound system and phone 
box to take the price up to £95,000. 

That means it’s dearer that the BMW 
X5 M50d and Porsche Cayenne S Diesel 


five-seaters but considerably cheaper than 
the Range Rover Sport 4.4 SDV8 Autobi¬ 
ography. 

And according to trade guide CAP the 
SQ7 will have the strongest residual value 
in class. 

The debate between Range Rover and 
Audi lovers will go on but Audi just got nas¬ 
ty and moved the goalposts with the arrival 
of the SQ7 4.0litre TDi.

A well-equipped car 
and value-for-money

Competition for car buyers’ cash was never 
more fierce than in the sports utility vehicle 
class, with virtually every manufacturer now 
pitching in with a new model. 

All have their selling points but now Ssangyong 
has raised the stakes with the first SUV estate. 

Based on its best-seller, the trendy Tivoli, this ‘stretched’ 
XLV can pack in 720 litres of luggage even with a family of 
five on board. 

That’s more than 40 per cent great than the standard Ti¬ 
voli, first seen last year, and a big advantage over the com¬ 
petition. 

XLV prices are competitive too, particularly bearing in 
mind its generous equipment levels. 

The front wheel drive manual starts at £18,250 while the 
flagship four wheel drive with automatic transmission is 
£20,500. 

All are powered by the same 1.6 litre turbo diesel, with a 
useful 115PS of power and 300NM of torque. 

Acceleration is moderate (0 to 62mph in 12 seconds) but 
more importantly for a family car it cruises smoothly and 
quietly, helping to create a relaxed ambience. 

The 4x4 manual’s official fuel average is 57.6mpg, while 
the auto version is rated at 44.8. 

The ride is slightly firm, but a good compromise between 
comfort and dynamics - it corners well for a ‘tall’ vehicle’ 
with no noticeable body roll. 

Unusually the 4x4 is rather better in both departments 
because of its construction: it gets a multi-link rear suspen¬ 
sion instead of the torsion beam used on the front wheel 
drive versions. 

Multi-link is essential for the 4x4, to aid axle articulation 
over rough terrain, but it pays dividends on the road too. 


The four wheel drive system, where fitted is of the ‘torque 
on demand’ type - the rear wheels remain passive until the 
front wheel started to slip, when a portion of the power is 
diverted to the back to maintain stability. 

To create the extra cargo space, Ssangyong added 
283mm to the body behind the rear axle. 

The load floor, covering a concealed bay, can be raised 
to accommodate larger items and one or more of the three 
rear seats folded flat for more flexibility between cargo and 
passengers. 

The XLV’s rear seats can also be tilted by just over 30 
degrees for passengers who want to take it easy. The back 
three seats provide plenty of head and leg room for six-foot¬ 
ers. 

The cabin is a nice place to be for the driver, too, and in 
particularly one of the test cars - in black paint with a con¬ 
trasting black and red leather interior. 

Leather is standard, but the £350 extra for the contrasting 
red seems worth it for its stylish and trendy atmosphere. 

Add to that high gloss carbon black trim, chrome and 
colourful displays and the Tivoli creates the impression of a 
much more expensive motor. 

That complements the comprehensive equipment levels, 
too. Dual zone automatic air conditioning (with outlet for 
the rear, too), tinted glass, automatic headlamps and wip¬ 
ers, heated front seats, electically operated, heated mirrors, 
a rear view camera and a colour touch screen with full au¬ 
dio, connectivity and satnav are a few of the highlights. 

Seven airbags, ABS and an electronic stability pro¬ 
gramme make up part of the safety package. 

The Tivoli is earning a reputation as a well-equipped and 
value for money member of the SUV genre and the new 
XLV adds, quite literally, an extra dimension as fully quali¬ 
fied family transport. 

It comes with a five year, unlimited mileage warranty, too, 
which should help keep costs in check.

Perfect ten as TNS 
hammer poor Rhyl

THE season may just be three games 
old, but The New Saints have already 
stamped their authority on the Welsh 
Premier title race with a record 
breaking 10-0 rout of hapless Rhyl at 
Park Hall. 

After scoring five goals the week before against 
Llandudno, the Saints went even better to hit 
double figures as Rhyl found themselves totally 
outclassed on a miserable Sunday afternoon for 
the Seasiders. 

The Saints have now scored 17 goals from 
their three games to date, with just one con¬ 
ceded, with their latest victory underlining their 
relentless streak. Craig Harrison’s high fliers 
showed no mercy against a poor Rhyl side, who 
put up little resistance, and the final scoreline 
could have been even greater.

The 
writing was soon on the wall for the shellshocked 
Lily whites who had little answer to the Saints’ 
relentless attacking, with Edwards and Brobbel 
both going close in the opening exchange. 

And the floodgates quickly opened, with Ed¬ 
wards scoring from close range after six minutes 
before Quigley opened his account when slotting 
in after good work from Robbie Parry. 

Simon Spender then netted a third after a 
defensive slip on 23 minutes, Chris Marriott 
smashed home No4 with a stunning free kick 
five minutes later, before Quigley powered in his 
second from a tight angle after latching onto a 
pass from Chris Seargeant. 

There was no respite for Rhyl after the break 
as the chances continued to flow, with Brobbel 
adding No6 with a thumping effort. 

Quigley rattled the bar, but the Saints were 
not finished as Draper came off the bench to add 
a hat-trick in the dying minutes. 

The New Zealand striker got his first from 
close range, notched his second with a slick 
header and, after Farleigh had netted No9 on 
his debut, completed the rout and his treble in 
stoppage time. 

Unsurprisingly it was Rhyl’sworst-ever de¬ 
feat in the Welsh Premier League, their previ¬ 
ous heaviest reverses being 8-1 at Caernarfon 
in February 1996. It was a day to forget for the 
Lilywhites, who finished with 10-men after Ste¬ 
fan Halewood hobbled off with injury.
